Hearing In Fatal 
Shooting Set For 
October 1 By Swart 


Edward W. Cleveland, 16-year- 
old Sequoia High school boy, ex~- 
onerated by a coroner’s jury for the 
‘slaying a week ago of his step- 
father, William Lauderback, when 
the latter was beating the boy’s 
mother, was removed yesterday 
from the county jail to the county 
detention home where he will be 
held until a formal hearing before 
Judge Franklin Swart October 1. 
Order for the removal was given 
by Judge Swart. 

“The court will not make heroes 
of children who shoot their par- 
ents, whether that shooting is just- 
ified or not justified,” declared 
Swart, it’s serious enough for 
grownups to be involved in shoot- 
ings that are justified. 

“The press has been making a 
hero of the boy and that is putting 
bad ideas in the minds of other 
juveniles. 

“IT have heard, however, that this 
boy is a very fine youth,” he con- 
tinued. “I have been informed on 
his character and intelligence by 
school authorities and the report is 
in his favor.” 

When the case came up before 
Judge Swart yesterday afterncon he 
ordered County Probation | Affice:

The first telephone in Washing- 
ton was installed in the office of 
the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, and connected with . rt 
Myer, Va. This was in October, 
1877. A year later, - systen of 
private lines was installed for .. 
number of Washington business 
men. By 1883 the number o° tele- 
phones in the nation’s Capital nau 
increased to about 800, but th rat> 
of growth was slow. “Long dis- 
tance” then extended no furthe: 
than Baltimore, which had 1,000 
telephones at the time, and tele- 
phoning was a luxury enjoyed only 
by the rich. 

Today there are more than 181,- 
000 telephones in Washington, and 
out of every 100 families, 77 have 
telephones in their homes. There 
are 14 central offices, three of which 
‘are dial type. These serve nearly 
62,000 telephones in the downtown 
section of the city. 

In the last 10 years the number 
of telephones has doubled, and also 
the number of telephone calls, al- 
though Washington’s population 
has increased only 11 per cent.
